The wind blew, but the rafts of big boxes held fast. The Johnson Rangers 
and Hallicrafter phasing rigs stayed put as well as the Globe King 500 
that took water Friday. But a lot of them went home, too. 


My impression was that well restored or at least near mint big boxes 
predominated the old offerings. They even outnumbered the Collins stuff, 
to my eye. And the prices asked were going Collins, too. 

Dayton prices are high, traditionally, but Sunday morning tends to be an 
equalizer. I say that, but it didn't seem to be this time and I saw some 
$600 S-27s and such going back into trailers. 

What did I buy? 


A rare converter I'll post on later; a seasoned TR-20 Tecraft 2M TX with 


P/S from James; and Music had a TV preamp I ridiculed until he pointed 
out it had a Mallory Inductotuner in it. I bought it and will post on 
those later, too. 


VTVMs were everywhere, as always, and I found three books on the subject. 

Notable was seeing two McMurdo Silver Vomax, the kings of VTVMs. But 
Bill Strengfeld, W8MIX now, had the best Silver in a 701 UHF TX as new 
but not for sale next to a Norden bomb site for a K dollar. Bill also 
had a real L'il LuLu 6M AM TX. It was the first I'd seen in the metal 
and he let me hold in for a picture since I'm the official archivist of 
those. I list ten TX.s and maybe one of the TXs in the tote now. 


So big iron boxes ruled, if did not dominated sales at Dayton in the 
rain. I saw few of the once ubiquitous Hammarlund RXs and the few seen 
were mostly HQ-129s at $200 or so. I leave the Collins commentary to 
someone who understands (or cares) about that stuff. I had a couple of 
extra hundreds in case I found a big homebrew receiver but didn't see 
one. The guy with the 90 per cent completed Compact VHF Transmitter from 
the ARRL took $10 for it, with 2E26.

High point of my Dayton trip was meeting Bobbi, our Valkyrie of verbiage. 
But I also found a Pat Hawker. 


Pat Hawker, G3VA, is the techno columnist for the British ham magazine 
and his pieces are the Jewels in the crown of the Crown's radio club. 
The columns are like Hints' and Kinks on Steroids and written from the 
Beyond by Doug DeMaw, Bill Orr and Frank Jones. 


Every so often, the Brits collect the essays and I found the third 
edition, from 1970, in a box of Callbooks. The original price was 
"Twenty Shillings 100 np" but they seller translated that to $10, which I 
gladly paid. I'd have given another $10 for the Frank Jones's 1961 VHF 
book had I not already owned two. 


The RSGB columns are arranged by topic in the books and the presentation 
is much more detailed than QST. It's closer to QEX, but the footnotes 
are better and the Brits quote Continental as well as US works. I've 
seen more cites to IEEE in this than any thing I read here, but the 
presentation isn't daunting or Calculus based. Like my Fifth edition, 
this third has many tube items and an appendix of receiver IFs. 
Moreover, there's an inserted page, known to me to be from Ham Radio, 
which translates British usage into English. That's handy to have if we 
have a 50 mc opening and you hear the other guy's running a "QQVO7-40." 
It's really a 829B so it's probably a Johnson 6N2. The British are not 
as proud as we are of running commercial equipment. 


(Fun Fact: Johnson stole the 6N2 from GE Ham News where it was the 
"Bonus !00") 


Difficult to explain how much fun these British books really are, 
although Bobbi does it better than I. Look for yourself. I include a 
spotter's guide 


"Amateur Radio Techniques," RSGB, Editions Two through Five for 1969, 
'70, '72 and 1974 are similar, I have not examined the first, "Technical 
Topics for the Radio Amateur," First Edition, 1965. 


The later editions are in a different form, by year, and I have seen: 
"Technical Topics Scrapbook, 1985-1989," RSGB, 1993 


"Technical Topics Scrapbook, 1990-1994" (1999); and "Technical Topics 
Scrapbook 1995-1999" (2000). All are from RSGB and tube technology 
decays with the progression. 


Only the last three are presently in print, as the RSGB Website shows. 
The offered "Low Power Scrapbook," (2001) is pirated from the G-QRP Club. 

It's excellent, but all solid state now. The last tube things from 
G-QRP were Rocky reprints and a provocative "Vandal's Valve" TX I must 
remember to post.

Congrats on the voltmeters. I've bot a ton of these over the years, and 
have a couple set up in my shop right now. Folks don't really know what 
they are, and I do a lot of LOWFER work, so they are very useful. I = 
think the most I paid for any of these was about $25. =20 


There are lots of different configurations of the HP units, most go to = 
only about 1MHz or so, but a few cover up to 20MHz or abouts. Drawback: 
No AGC on most. But can be added. The input sensitivities vary from = 
about 90 to 130 dB. 90dB is 32 uV sensitivity (not good enough for = 
radio use) and 120dB is 1uV =3D OK. I use an active antenna or loop with 
about 30dB gain on the 90 dB units & they work like a champ! 


BTW: If you open these up they are works of art inside. Could be the = 
basis for a really nice Rx (with mechanical filter AGC addition, low = 
noise amp on fronnt end, etc.).

This thread is interesting... using a selective voltmeter as a receiver is 
a great idea. I wish I could locate one of those voltmeters here in Spain!. 
It is similar of what I do with my HP-140T spectrum analyzer and its video 
output with the span control set to zero; I can hear residual AM in FM 
transmissions also. 


I demonstrated SWLing with the analyzer to my daughters (9 and 7 1/2 years 
old) and they were impressed: ‘daddy, you can see the voice in the 
display!', ‘wow, what a curious radio!' 


BTW, I find the 8553B RF unit to be a very sensitive receiver. I can pick 
up CW signals almost hidden in the noise... it is like a station scope but 
a 'bit' larger ;-)

That was the message i just sent over KSL radio, 50,000 
watts 1160 kHz Salt Lake City. I frequently listen to the 
truckerbilly and country music this station carries late at 
nite on its Dave Nemo truckers' show. There's a much better 
choice of music in those styles, and country humorists too, 
than is played on those homogenous, narrow playlist 
formulaic FM country stations. ( coverage map for Nemo 
program is on www.RoadStarRadioNews.com , or a Link 

off it. ) The KSL signal is pretty steady out here in 
Western Oregon, whether you're using a old RMCA 

df, a MWEc Panzer radio, an old tube Hi-Fi, a 

selective voltmeter, or even a breadboarded crystal 
radio. 

Anyway i was set to hit the hay when Dave Nemo 

mentioned among items of interest in the news, this

TEST OSCILLATOR. MFP date is 1944 and this thing looks brand new. Anyway, 
it looks a lot like a BC-221, case-wise and the bottom half is a battery 
compartment. The unit has 4 - 304 tubes and a 959 in a cavity-like 
compartment which has a trombone style attenuator on it. Output is a whip 
antenna maybe 10 inches long. The tube lineup apparently is three triplers 
which multiply one of 3 crystals in the 6 MHz range. Has 90 and 150 Hz 
modulation. 


Any idea what this was for - actual output frequency? any interest in it?
